THE AMATEUR CHAMPIONSHIP OF THE THAMES. | 

For a second time, after a series of years, the aquatic public were last | 
season gratified with a renewal of the great contest for the Championship of 
the Thames. Up to that period it had been looked for, with but few ex- | 
ceptions, as the most interesting of the annual rowing features ; but from 
1855 to 1861, the proud distinction was held by the late Mr. Alexander Alcie 
Casamajor. The Silver Challenge Sculls, the trophy of victory, were in his 
possession during that lengthened period, at first in London, and then at 
Henley-on-Thames, where there is a distinct prize of ‘‘The Diamond Chal- 
lenge Sculls." Aspirants for aquatic laurels, and good men to boot, set up a | 
claim to superiority, but Mr. Casamajor was so remarkably pre-eminent as a 
sculler, and his superior prowess was so manifest, that in London no one 
could be found t) enter the lists with him, and those who had the temerity to 
do so at Henley found themselves invariably worsted. , 

“He was a man, take him for all in all 
We ne’er shall look upon his like again.” 

This state of things went on till last season, when, through continued ill- 
health, Mr. Casamajor resigned his right and title to be considered the finest 
gentleman sculler in the world, and his lamented decease soon afterwards left 
“The Sculls” open. Three competitors immediately arose in the persons of 
Messrs. E. D. Brickwood, G. R. Cox, = 
and A. O. Lloyd, the two former 
of the London Rowing Club, the 
latter of the Leander Club, and the 
first-named gentleman was_ the 
winner. This year Messrs. W. B. 
Woodgate, of Brasenose College, 
Oxford, and G. R. Cox, of the Lon- 
don Rowing Club, disputed his 
right to the continued holding of 
the floating prize, and agreeably 
with the conditions of the race they 
contended on Monday, in order 
that it might be determined which 
should row against Mr. Brickwood 
on a future day for the Champion- 
ship. Additional interest had been 
imported into the race, firstly from 
the fact of one of the gentlemen 
being a University man, no one 
from either Oxford or Cambridge 
having rowed for this prize for 
many years; and, secondly, from 
Mr. Woodgate having rowed a dead 
heat at Henley with Mr. Brick- 
wood, for the “diamond sculls.”’ 
Not so many people, however, 
were at Putney as might have been 
expected, and Mr. Woodgate 
seemed to be talked of as the fa- 
vourite. The distance was from 
Putney to Mortlake, and Mr. John 
Walmisley, winner of the sculls in 
1847, having been appointed um- 
pire, the gentlemen rowed to their 
stations at a quarter past four, Mr. 
Cox having obtained the best place 
on the Middlesex shore. Stephen 
Salter, the boat-builder of Oxford, 
*“ coached,” Mr. Woodgate being 
rowed by an eight, composed _ of 
Oxford University men, and Mr. 
Herbert Playford, of the London 
Rowing Club, winner of the sculls 
in 1854, did the like for Mr. Cox, 
in the London Rowing Club twelve- 
oared boat, while a distinct eight 
of London Rowing Club men con- 
veyed the umpire. They started 
very evenly, but in the second 
stroke Mr. Cox began to go away, 
and at so extraordinarily fine a 
pace did he row that he had cleared 
himself in fifty yards, and conti- 
nued to dash along at this rate till 
there were two clear lengths be- 
tween them at Finch’s, and three 
at the Point. Perhaps at Craven 
Mr. Cox had added still more to 
his lead, but his exertions were 
evidently having their effect upon 
him, and the long dragging stroke 
of Mr. Woodgate began to tell, so 
much so that he had neared his 
opponent very considerably soon 
after Craven, and before they 
reached the Crab Tree had chal- 
lenged and. passed him. From 
here the race virtually was over; 
Mr. Woodgate, who had _ been 
looked upon as a hero at Henley, 
had exhibited his staying powers 
in no common degree, and, con- 
tinuing to increase his lead all the 
way, he won easily by over 100 
yards.

White then commenced rowing with great deter- 
mination, and gradually drew upon the leading crew in such a good style that 
they had gained a length at the Soap Works, and, continuing the same stroke, 
Blue were only half @ length away at Hammersmith Bridge, which was 
reached in exactly 10min. 5sec. White still rowed desperately, and continued 
to gain to the Mall, where they became level, and at Chiswick Waterworks 
showed in advance by half a length, both rowing with great zeal and energy. 
In Chiswick Reach the wind was straight down, blowing very smartly, making 
the water very lumpy. The coxswain of the White, at this critical part of the 
race, steered out too much, and the wind catching the bow of his cutter kept 
her out of her course for some time. The Blue, who had been rowing with 
great determination, again began to gain very fast, and soon became level. 
Both crews, finding this was the turning point, “put it all on” with a ven- 
geance, and they pulled stroke for stroke for about fifty yards, when Blue gra- 
dually forged ahead, and fairly rowed down White. At Corny Point Blue took 
White’s water, and, graclually incasing their lead, won by a length and a half 
claar through Barnes Railway Bridge, in 20min.

BRUTAL ASSAULT ON 
JEMMY WELSH, BY A 
POLICEMAN. 


At the Lambeth police-court on 
Monday, Charles Ruff, a police-con- 
stable, appeared under order of the 
Commissioner of Police, before Mr. 
Selfe, to answer the complaint of 
James Welsh, the famous pugilist and 
licensed victualler, who charged him 
with having, onthe 26th day of June 
last, assaulted him in a violent man- 
ner at the Vauxhall railway station. 
The case has been adjourned from 
time to time in consequence of the 
precarious state of health in which 
Welsh has lingered. It was finally 
fixed for hearing on Monday, when 
Mr. William St. Aubyn, solicitor to 
the Licensed Victuallers’ Protection 
Association, appeared for the com- 
plainant, and Mr, Wontner for the de- 
fendant. It wa#late in the day when 
Mr. St. Aubyn rose to open the case 
for the prosecution. 

With him Mr. Wontner rose simul- 
taneously, and objected to the casa 
being commenced until all the wit- 
nesses had been ordered out of court, 
and also to Mr. Welsh remaining in 
the court whilst Mr. St. Aubyn opened 
his case. The witnesses being dis- 
posed of 

Mr. St. Aubyn rose and said: On 
the 26th day of June last Mr. Welsh, 
the plaintiff, had a booth at Hampton 
races, and had during the day taken 
a considerable sum of money, which 
he did not consider quite safe in his 
own possession, and induced a friend 
to convey it to town for him. Just 
as his friend was about to start, Mr. 
Welsh thought that he would accom- 
pany him to London, and for that 
purpose proceeded to Hampton sta- 
tion. On the platform they saw the 
defendant and another person, who 
appeared to be his friend, and they 
entered a carriago with them. Before 
the train started the defendant put his 
head out of the window and used 
many blackguard expressions, di- 
rectly or indirectly addressed to 
parties in the next compartment.

Hera 
Mr. Gibson, a magistrate of Berkshire, interfered, as the ropes and stakes 
were just about being pitched, and another adjournment was obliged to be 
made.
